REPORT OF GOSHEN SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


The Goshen School Directors hereby submit their Annual 
Report to the citizens of Goshen. 


With the opening of Otter Valley Union High School in 1961, 
and the transfer to it of our 7th and 8th grade pupils, Goshen 
School this year became a six-grade instead of an eight-grade 
school. As a result, the enrollment was reduced to a more man- 
ageable size, making it possible for each pupil to receive more 
personal attention. 


We are proud to report that our School was honored by the 
election of our teacher, Miss Mildred W. Grafflin, by the Ver- 
mont Education Association to appear on a three-member panel 
at the annual convention to discuss rural schoo] problems. 


Thanks to the generosity of two friends, Goshen School now 
owns the Science Research Associates Elementary Reading 
Laboratory material. Leading education experts consider this an 
outstanding contribution to the field, and it is being used with 
great success in our 4th, 5th and 6th reading grades. Goshen 
School is the only elementary school in our District using SRA, 
and is one of the very few elementary schools in the State fortun- 
ate enough to possess the entire set. 


The Board wishes to acknowledge with gratitude the gift to 
the School of a bulletin board by Mrs. Harry D. Moore and Miss 
Charlotte Moore, in memory of the late Mr. Harry D. Moore 
who was a long-time devoted friend of Goshen School. 


During the past year the exterior of the school house was 
painted, and a sign identifying the building was installed over 
the front door. 


We are grateful to the Community Club and to all those 
citizens of Goshen who have contributed to the welfare of our 
School.

To see if the Town will vote to pay tuition not to exceed $630.00 
for each student attending High School from Goshen, Vt. for the 
year 1962-1963 and if so, to vote the necessary school tax. 

To see if the Town will raise money by taxes on the Grand List 
to defray the expense of the Goshen School. 

To see if the Town will vote to take advantage of the Highway 
Laws of 1957, Act No. 250 granting approximately $260.00 per 
mile by the State, provided the Town will spend $50.00 per mile 
of its own money on said roads. 

To see if the Town will appropriate money for resurfacing roads. 
To see if the Town will raise money by taxes on the Grand List of 
the Town to defray the expenses of the Town. 

Will the Town authorize the Selectmen to acquire by gift or 
purchase land for a municipal forest, to promote conservation 
water and reforestation and good forestry practices? 

To see if the Town will vote under Chapter 67 of Title 24, Sections 
3001 to 3026 to authorize the Selectmen to formulate regulations 
for approval by the voters for the purpose of promoting the health, 
safety or general welfare of the community, which shall not come 
to force until approved at a legal Town Meeting. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Auditors to employ 
the services of an accountant from the office of the auditor of 
accounts under Title 24, Section 1692 under this title to conduct 
an audit of the accounts of the town of Goshen, Vt. 

Shall license be granted for the sale of malt and fermented bever- 
ages? Shall spirituous liquor be sold in Town? 

To do any other business which is proper to be done when met.
